To put 11,500,000 men under arms,

Spiritual Mobilization, Inc. 

A report by RNS from Los Angeles 
states that Spiritual Mobilization, Inc., 
now has 1,731 clergymen from nine- 
teen denominations and a member- 
ship of more than two million mem- 
bers. Dr. James W. Filfield, Jr., organ- 
izer and national director, stated that, 

“Spiritual Mobilization’s basic pledge, 
which is signed by all members, reads 
as follows: ‘Recognizing the anti- 
Christian and anti-American trends 
toward pagan State-ism in America, 
I covenant to oppose them in all my 
areas of influence. I will use every 
opportunity to champion basic free- 
dom, free pulpit, free speech, free en- 
terprise, free press, and free assem- 
bly.”

Nazis Turn to Religion 

A report given by Bishop Hans Mei- 
ser stated that, “Reports from prison 
and labor camps are astounding,” the 
bishop said. “Imprisoned Nazis attend 
divine services by the thousands. In 
one camp S. S. men collected 11,000 
marks for orphans. They eagerly par- 
ticipate in the Sacrament. Recently I 
received wine and 10,000 pieces of 
bread from the military government 
for one and one-half million prisoners. 
It will not be sufficient.” 

Explaining why the Nazis are em- 
bracing religion, Bishop Meiser said: 
“These men have been accustomed to 
the best of everything under the Hit- 
ler regime. They were Hitler’s pam- 
pered darlings. In exchange for their 
loyalty to him, Hitler gave them much 
and promised them more. They soon 
became accustomed to unbounded 
faith in the Fuhrer. Now they have 
nothing but barbed wire fences and 
hard labor. 

“The result is they turn to Christ 
like drowning men reaching for a 
straw. They have been deserted by-ev- 
eryone and everything except the 
Church.”—R. N. S.

Just 
as physical suffering purifies our con- 
gested physical life many times, mak- 
ing those so affected stronger and bet- 
ter in every way, suffering in soul en- 
riches us to a nobler and finer con- 
ception of life and the things that 
make up life around us.

Eyewitness Account of Crucifixion 

Now reports that, “According to In- 
ternational News Service, the London 
Daily Herald said that what is believed 
to be an actual eyewitness account of 
the death of Christ had been discov- 
ered by Arabs digging in the founda- 
tions of a house outside Jerusalem. 

“Described by the chief archeologist 
of the Hebrew University at Jerusalem 
as of ‘most important discovery,’ the 
Greek writings were believed the work 
of a family of Jewish disciples who 
stood among the multitude on Calvary. 

“A bitter and moving lamentation, 
the account probably was written 
within a few weeks of the crucifixion. 
It was encased in four stone coffins 
in a vault within the house, which lies 
along the road to Bethlehem.”

“Blessed be the Lord, who daily 
loadeth us with benefits, even the God 
of our salvation,” Psa. 69:19. 

Thanksgiving is a duty, a privilege, 
and a blessing. When we take time to 
review the past, we certainly can see 
that this verse in the Psalms describes 
a true picture of today. He has loaded 
us with benefits untold by man’s vo- 
cabulary. We are living on the good of 
the land supplied by His bountiful 
hand. 

“But my God shall supply all your 
need according to his riches in glory 
by Christ Jesus,” Phil. 4:19. And the 
verse in Psalms said, “Daily loadeth 
us with benefits.” Then we take it 
that God is loading us day by day with 
the necessities of life and we in turn 
should day by day remember this, and 
in turn give thanks to Him who gives 
such consideration to His creation. 

Some experience may be more nec- 
essary at times than some material 
things we feel we have need of, and 
when that is the case, it would be 
another benefit. In Psa. 119:62 David 
said, “At midnight I will rise to give 
thanks unto thee because of thy right- 
eous judgments.” The Lord knows 
what is most needed, and we should 
always give thanks because He so 
carefully considers our need, and we 
are assured of this in His Word. 

To many Thanksgiving Day possibly 
is just another holiday, but I am per- 
suaded that if we could have had the 
privilege of an interview with the Pil- 
grim Fathers, we would have dis- 
covered sincerity of heart and mind, 
and should I say faith as well pre- 
vailed. They had encountered some 
difficulties before coming to the New 
World, but this was a different circum- 
stance. There had been much sacri- 
fice and suffering, anxiety, dangers, 
dark days, some sickness, and death, 
but they were aware that God had 
helped them through the year, pro- 
vided for them the things to sustain 
life, therefore a sincere Thanksgiving, 
a special day as a memorial, and so we 
have a Thanksgiving Day. Do we not 
see a picture of some of these bene- 
fits today? Just a few moments of re- 
flection and maybe our hearts will be- 
gin to overflow with gratitude and 
thanksgiving. Our nation has survived 
a terrible war, and in the midst of it 
all the people of this country have had 
food and clothing, schools, churches, 
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and business enterprises still function- 
ing. The sacrifices have been far 
heavier in many countries than in 
ours; our families, our homes, our 
cities, our country as a whole was 
spared the destruction wrought by the 
gods of war, famine, and pestilence. 
Many are the families that are 
saddened because one or more loved 
ones will never return, many have re- 
turned halt and maimed, some to the 
basket ward, some to the institution 
for the insanity, but, in spite of all of 
this, we find in Psa. 92:1, “It is a good 
thing to give thanks unto the Lord, 
and to sing praises unto thy name, O 
most high.” In Eph. 5:20 Paul said, 
“Giving thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” We should 
thank God for the victory in this 
great conflict, that we are not in 
bondage to such a people as those with 
whom we have been at war. We are 
duty bound to thank God for this, also 
to thank our leaders who had the 
knowledge and skill to plan such 
strategy to defeat the enemy, and to 
thank the men who carried out the 
strategy, and again to thank those 
who continued the production line 
that others might be able to carry out 
the program to win the war. Many are 
the debts that will take generations to 
liquidate, but God be thanked who 
gave us the victory. 

The debt of all debts that man is 
unable to pay, was paid by the Son 
of God. In spite of every other thing 
that can be made to interfere with the 
life and happiness of humanity, Jesus 
paid the debt of sin and set us free by 
His Spirit, that we may ever live hap- 
pily, after we believe on Him and ac- 
cept Him and enthrone Him in our 
lives. The leper returned to give Him 
thanks. He fell down on his face at the 
feet of Jesus, giving Him thanks, while 
there were others that forgot to give 
thanks. How true is that a picture of 
today, many forget to thank Him. 
While Paul was on his way to Rome, 
some of the brethren met him out at 
Appii Forum, and he thanked God and 
took courage. Some more benefits God 
was loading him with as He does us to- 
day. Many encouragements are offered 
to us as we journey toward heaven. Let 
us thank God and take courage. Some 
things that try us and make us bet- 
ter Christians, let us thank God for 
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them also, and in everything give 
thanks. 

As a nation, a church, or just an in- 
dividual, we should have every day a 
day of thanksgiving. We are living in 
a land where we can worship the Lord 
as we so desire, and, to a great extent, 
a land of free speech and free press. In 
2 Thess. 1:3 Paul said, “We are bound 
to give thanks”; in other words, God 
has done so much for us we will be 
compelled to offer Him thanks, for all 
things and always. 

We have many lessons of thanks- 
giving but may not emphasize all of 
them. Then let us look at two of them. 
“One man soweth and another reap- 
eth.” How true it is that the present 
generation lives by the efforts and 
achievements of past generations!

We today reap the rich harvest sown 
by those who have gone before us. 

Almost invariably these things have 
been won for us by tremendous effort 
and sacrifice. They are never to be 
taken for granted. Sometimes we take 
our church as a matter of course, as 
though it had come to us easily. The 
church is here today because people 
before us have suffered and died to 
preserve and increase it. Our Christian 
inheritance has been bought for us 
with a price, and when we say “price” 
we hardly realize what that price was. 
Besides all the suffering and sacrific- 
ing on the part of those who have pre- 
ceded us, there is the suffering of the 
Son of God in the Garden of Geth- 
semane and on the Cross of Calvary, 
all that we might be privileged to en- 
joy the blessings of a Christian life 
here and cherish the hope of everlast- 
ing life in the end. 

The second lesson follows logically 
from the first; “Without us they can 
not be made perfect.” Those who have 
gone before are counting on us to 
carry on their work. Jesus said, “Oc- 
cupy till I come.” We should be a 
thanksgiving people because of such

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The Supreme Acquisition, or the Conquest of Knowledge 


Note: This article is a self-explan- 
atory admonition to the youth of the 
Church, by a U. S. Army Air Force 
soldier stationed somewhere in India, 
the leading thought being “Education 
the Key to Wisdom.”—The Author. 


After spending several months in a 
country utterly devoid of the wisdom 
of the present-day civilization, the 
majority of the population being also 
without any apparent knowledge 
whatsoever of the usefulness of me- 
chanical inventions for the aid of 
mankind, whose curse is to “earn his 
bread by the sweat of his brow”; I 
realize not only my own shortcomings, 
but that. of thousands of other young 
people in the world, concerning our 
conquest of knowledge. I feel that it 
is high time we read the present-day 
handwriting on the wall, and “awake 
from our slumbers, and delve into our 
studies, thereby preparing ourselves 
more fully as citizens of democracy 
for tomorrow, but moreso as overseers 
of the work of Christ. 

As a text we will choose 2 Timothy 
2:15. In the majority of cases this is 
used only in conjunction with the 
study of God’s Word, but if you will 
notice carefully there are no limita- 
tions as to what we should study. 
Timothy is, and likewise we are, ad- 
monished to “Study to show thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” He does, 
however, in the two following verses, 
tell us what to shun. 

The Holy Scripture is to us what 
the formula is to the mathematician, 
but the formula is valueless unless he 
has the factors of the problem. Like- 
wise we must learn the problems of 
the world before applying the formula 
of God’s Word. This can only be as- 
@ ccriainea if we obtain a thorough 

knowledge of all factors of life, in- 
cluding a working knowledge of the 
various professions. 

Why was it that Christ spoke of 
fishermen, shepherds, laborers in a 
vineyard, seed sowers, judges, stewards, 
householders, and carpenters? Was it 
because the hours spent in His father’s 
carpenter shop and in the little village 
were not squandered? He did not ac- 
cept absorption as some of us do today, 
with someone’s advice plastered on the 
outside, but He sought absorption. He

aration before the dove descended up- 
on Him. 

Today our nation offers more op- 
portunity than ever before in history 
and no other nation is comparable to 
its advantages. Some states provide 
free textbooks, and some colleges and 
high schools provide a program where 
one can work part-time to defray ex- 
penses, trade schools where one may 
apprentice himself to prepare for fu- 
ture social security, night schools, cor- 
respondence courses, etc. Our Govern- 
ment has recently instigated the G.I. 
Bill of Rights, one clause permitting 
Armed Forces personnel, upon dis- 
charge, to complete their education or 
trade school training, expenses paid 
and an auxiliary subsistence allow- 
ance of $50 a month or $75, if one is 
married. Nothing but sheer laziness or 
total lack of will power can deny us 
our badly needed knowledge. 

The schools of today are the great- 
est institutions in history for the 
furtherance of wisdom. Some people 
surmise that a school is only for boys, 
and pin the old crepe on the girls by 
saying, “It doesn’t take an education 
to rock the cradle.” For the formula 
to this we will go to Gen. 2:18, where 
God states that He will make a help- 
meet for man. Therefore, God intend- 
ed for woman to be man’s compeer 
and if she is to be able to meet him 
as his helper, she must qualify herself 
accordingly. If you still insist on using 
the. former statement, I can counter- 
attack with “It took education to put 
rockers on the cradle,” which should 
balance considerably more weight on 
the subject; but definitely it does take 
wisdom, the key to which is education, 
to feed our cradles as God didn’t cre- 
ate them self-subsisting. 

Simultaneously we run into a sub- 
sidiary argument, that education of 
today is too expensive and not like 
the three R’s of the past. This is di- 
rect contradiction of some of the cur- 
riculums of the aforementioned insti- 
tutions. The wise man of the Old Tes- 
tament tells us in Prov. 4:7 that the 
supreme acquisition is “Wisdom is the 
principal thing, therefore get wisdom: 
and with all thy getting get under- 
standing.” His later given formula in 
Prov. 23:23, “Buy the truth and sell 
it not; also wisdom and instruction 


and understanding.” So there goes 
your argument. “Buy instruction.” 
What else is the small tuition fee for 
education, but the purchase of in- 
struction whose solution is under- 
standing and wisdom? 

Some say “live and learn” or “ex- 
perience is the best teacher,” and 
launch out in the ministry or other 
professions on this foundation. Par- 
tially I agree as even Elihu said in his 
reproval of Job’s false comforters, 
Job 32:7, “I said, Days should speak 
and multitude of years should teach 
wisdom,” but notice he used the auxi- 
liary “should”; he DID NOT say it 
would! I found the answer to this in 
a recent wit magazine, the statement, 
“Everything comes to him who waits; 
among other things, death.” Even the 
first word of our text, “STUDY,” anni- 
hilates the “wait and hope” argument 
and admonishes us to seek something 
more tangible. Quoting a statement by 
Goethe, “There is nothing more ter- 
rible than energetic ignorance.” This 
thought, I’m sure, should be carefully 
contemplated by any individual who 
is entering not only the ministry but 
any profession. 

In conclusion, I would like to give 
two self-explanatory statements: 
“Learning without politeness makes a 
disagreeable pendant, and politeness 
without learning makes a superficial 
frivolous puppy.” — Chesterfield. 
“Learning in one man’s hand is a scep- 
tre; in another’s, a bauble.”—Michel 
de Montaigue. These are highly ap- 
plicable to the students of the minis- 
try, so let us, the youth of the Church, 
equip ourselves with the sceptre of 
knowledge in one hand and wield 
mightily the sword of the gospel with 
the other.

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How often this question comes into 
the minds of honest-hearted people 
today who are trying to serve the true 
and living God. I pondered much over 
this question a little more than three 
years ago. I thank God for stirring my 
heart and mind so much that I had to 
continually take it to the Lord in 
prayer. It disturbed the peace that 
Satan tried to keep in my heart, that 
I needed no deeper experience in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. But, praise God, no 
matter how hard Satan works to de- 
ceive us, that blessed Holy Spirit of 
Christ WILL work and none can 
hinder, if we will only let Him. And 
now I know WITHOUT a DOUBT that 
holiness is right, for God’s Word 
teaches us if we lack wisdom, to ask 
it of God and He will not give us a 
stone if we ask for bread. Some will 
argue and doubt, but all who will be- 
lieve that He is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek Him will have no 
doubts. 


Paul says, “Be ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ.” He also said, 
“But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which WE have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” 


Many, many preachers today are 
preaching only a part of this glorious 
gospel of the kingdom and are well 
satisfied with themselves, but listen, 
ask yourselves, all who are trying to 
obey the divine call of God, “Is my 
Master satisfied with me?” or “Am I 
preaching the full gospel that Peter, 
Paul, and others preached after they 
were endued with power from on 
high?” for the command is to His dis- 
ciples today as when Christ told the 
first ones to tarry until they be en- 
dued with power from on high. 


Now let’s get our Bibles and see 
what gospel Paul and Peter preached. 
Turn to Acts 10:44-48. We find here 
where Peter was preaching to Corne- 
lius and kinsmen, and many that 
were come together, and while he yet 
spake these words the Holy Ghost fell 
on all of them which heard the Word, 
and they of the circumcision were 
astonished because that on the Gen- 
tiles also was poured out the Holy 
Ghost. How did they know they had 
the Holy Ghost? They heard them 
speak with tongues. In the next chap- 
ter Peter tells us that that crowd re- 
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ceived the Holy Ghost “as well as we.” 
Who did Peter mean when he said 
“we”? See Acts 1. Here we find the 
disciples, Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
and others (the number of names to- 
gether were about an hundred and 
twenty). Acts 2:4 tells us they were 
ALL filled with the Holy Ghost and 
began to speak with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utterance. What 
gave utterance? The Spirit. St. John 
15:26, 27 tells us that when the Holy 
Ghost or Comforter is come, He 
shall testify, and YE ALSO shall bear 
witness. Then let’s find Acts 19:1-7. 
Paul came to Ephesus and found cer- 
tain disciples who had been converted 
under Apollos’ preaching. Apollos 
knew only the baptism of John. Acts 
18:25. Paul asked these certain dis- 
ciples, “Have ye received the Holy 
Ghost since ye _ believed?” They 
said they had not heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. They told 
him they had been baptized unto 
John’s baptism. Paul told them that 
John baptized with the baptism of 
repentance, and verse 6 says that 
when Paul laid his hands on them the 
Holy Ghost came on them and they 
spake with tongues. God’s precious 
Word proves to us in many places that 
Paul was a real holiness preacher. 
In 1 Cor. 14:18 Paul said, “I thank 
my God I speak with tongues more 
than ye all.” In verse 39 he tells the 
people to forbid not to speak with 
tongues. Holiness fighters will quote 
verse 19 where Paul said he had rath- 
er speak five words with his under- 
standing than ten thousand in an un- 
known tongue. Why? That by his 
voice he might teach others also. 
Paul was trying to show the people 
that the GIFT of prophecy was great- 
er than gift of tongues, “EXCEPT 
ye interpret,” so the church could un- 
derstand. He was talking to the Co- 
rinthian Church of God and they who 
had the Holy Ghost spoke with 
tongues but all did not have the gift 
of tongues. You see there are nine 
spiritual gifts. 1 Cor. 12:7-11. Some 
say, “Why, Paul was well educated 
and had learned different languages.” 
But listen, he knew what he was say- 
ing when he talked in the languages 
he learned at school, but he says in 1 
Cor. 14:14, “If I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth but MY un- 
derstanding is UNFRUITFUL.” So he 
said he would pray with the Spirit and 


with the understanding also. Halle- 
lujah! Dear readers, it is a glorious 
thing to be able to pray with the Spir- 
it and with the understanding also, 
for the Spirit knoweth our needs bet- 
ter than we do. So often when we get 
on our knees to pray and have such 
burdens on our hearts, we hardly 
know what to pray for. The blessed 
Holy Ghost takes possession of our 
tongues and makes intercession to 
God for us. Oh, praise God forever for 
filling me with heaven’s sweet Holy 
Ghost. 

Again I’ll mention the _ spiritual 
gifts. We find the nine mentioned in 
1 Cor. 12:7-11. I asked a nominal 
preacher once, who was fighting hol- 
iness, what the spiritual gifts were.

If the 
church has a member who has the gift 
of tongues, it is very necessary for the 
gift of interpretation to be there also. 
I used to wonder why Paul said he was 
not ashamed of the gospel, for it is the 
power of God unto salvation, but I 
have found that the world is ashamed 
of this mighty power from God that 
quickens these mortal bodies of ours 
and causes us to speak in tongues. 
Pride! Oh, what is there for a human 
to be so filled with pride over, if the 
blessed Spirit of Christ is not in him? 

Some will say, “Why, you can’t be 
holy here on earth for Jesus said, 
‘There is none good but one and that 
is God.’” He did say that, and WE can 
not be good except the Spirit of God 
be in us. Jesus also said, Luke 6:45, “A 
good man out of the good treasure of 
his heart bringeth forth that which 
is good.” Psa. 112:5 says, “A good man 
sheweth favor and lendeth.” Psa. 37:23 
says, “The steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord.” People say there 
are none righteous. Paul did say that, 
in Rom. 3:10, but read farther and see 
whom Paul was talking to. Jesus said, 
“I came not to call the RIGHTEOUS 
but sinners. to repentance,” 1 Peter 
4:18. “If the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the sinner and un-

Weightier Matters

Text, Matt. 23:23, “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye pay tithe of mint and anise and 
cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy, and faith: these ought 
ye to have done, and not to leave the 
other undone.” 

All scripture is good. It is given by 
inspiration of God and is profitable. 
2 Tim. 3:16. But some scriptures have 
much more weight than others. In 
this world crises of slaughter and 
bloodshed, when thousands of souls 
are rushed out to meet God, it be- 
hooves us to consider the weightier 
matters. Tithing is God’s financial 
plan before the law (Gen. 28:20-22), 
under the law (Mal. 3:8), and after 
the law (1 Cor. 16:2). It was approved 
by Christ (text). I pay my tithes and 
preach tithing occasionally, but never 
do I remember anyone being saved 


when I preached on tithing. It has 
been said, “If you don’t pay your 
tithes you will go to hell.” But tithing 
alone won’t save you. There are 
weightier matters. Soda water and 
coca-cola are very familiar texts of 
light weight. Some preachers must 
preach on these and chewing gum 
about twice a month, and never go to 
the pulpit without mentioning tobac- 
co. They think you haven’t preached 
except you give the moving pictures a 
round and insult half the congrega- 
tion by preaching about ladies’ 
dresses and face paint. Which is 
worth the most, the dress or the soul? 
Which will it do the most good to 
preach on? The chances are if you 
preach on the dress, the soul will get 
colder; if you preach on the soul, the 
dress will get longer. Paul said, “I am 
determined not to know anything

Thanksgiving is a duty, also a privi- 
lege. In every thing give thanks.

among you save Jesus Christ and Hiin 
crucified.” He didn’t preach bobbed 
hair and short sleeves every day, but 
after they were saved he said, “Dress 
as becometh holiness.” Philip 
preached Jesus to the eunuch and he 
got saved. He did not have to preach 
water baptism, but the eunuch want- 
ed to be baptized. “These ought ye to 
have done, and not leave the other 
undone.” Ye have omitted the 
weightier matters; judgment, mercy, 
faith. Let’s preach judgment to a 
world of judgment-bound creatures, 
lost in darkness not knowing whether 
they go. Preach God’s mercy to a sin- 
ful people, that without which they 
have no hope of life. Preach faith 
without which it is impossible to 
please God. These are apt to save the 
soul. “He that winneth souls is wise.” 
There are souls to save, a heaven to 
gain, a hell to dodge. Don’t omit the 
weightier matters.
